, methodically checking the 
heart, lungs, skin, mouth and ears 
of a plump, gurgling infant. 

He said the citywide clinic, 
which was established for children 
whose parents could not afford 
adequate medical care, was “an 
example of the good ‘work church- 
es can do.” 

“Dr. Yam” laments the decreas- 
ing number of breast-fed babies, 
explaining: 

“T think breast feeding is best 
for the child and best for the 
mother. Artificially-fed babies 
have more infections—and they 
don’t usually gain as fast.” 

But “Dr. Yam” is not too per- 
turbed by two things which both- 
er mothers most—refusal of chil- 
dren to eat and the thumb-suck- 
ing habit. 

“Children will eat when they’re 
hungry,” he reasons. “Loss of ap- 
petite usually can be blamed on 
the parents who try to force the 
child to eat. ... As for thumb- 
sucking, they'll outgrow it.”

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No Fare Increase Pledged 


Atlanta’s and Fulton County’s transit 
strike is settled. The Georgia Power Com- 
pany no longer owns the transportation 
system. It has been purchased by an At- 
lanta group, which granted to the union 
involved “a complete victory,” according 
to the President, Jesse Walton. 


When the strike threatened, we checked 
the records of the Public Service Commis- 
sion. They bore out the assertion of the 
Power Company that a small profit, less 
than $3,000, was made last year and that 
this year a larger gain was being made, 
but it was still below the “reasonable 
profit” set by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. In other years the Company had 
lost money. It was never allowed to take 
profits from the Power Company and 
make up losses in ‘the transit division. 
This, of course, was proper. 

We took what we conceived to be the 
public’s: position, namely; that the strike 
was not indicated on the basis of facts as 
on record at the Capitol, and we opposed 
any increase in fare. 


‘The public naturally will ask the ques- 
tion why the new company can grant “all 
the union wanted.” 


The steps, in brief, are two: 


The Power Company had been ordered 
to dispose of the transit company. There

More Long-Term 
Credit on the Way 


Obviously, one of the greatest ob- 
stacles to livestock raising reaching its 
full potential in Georgia and the South is 
the lack of long-term credit. 

A minimum of three years is required 
to develop a permanent pasture. That is 
the shortest time in which cattle raising 
can begin to pay dividends. The farmer 
who shifts from rowcrops to cattle not 
only must be able to finance the change- 
over, but also must provide for his own 
family’s support in the meantime. 

Certain banks in#Georgia have em- 
barked on long-term lending programs to 
meet just such needs. Everyone wishes it 
were possible for private capital to do all 
the financing, but the feasibility of that is 
questionable, since banking laws frown on 
long-term loans and generally require 
banks to keep their positions more liquid 
than a large number of such loans would 
permit. 

The new policy of the Farmers’ Home 
Administration in making loans for de- 
velop:rent of permanent pasturage will 
be an additonal spar to Georgia’s already 
fast-growing livestock industry. 

Although no details have been worked 
out and no funds have been set up for the 
project, it is contemplated that five-year 
loans will be made for this purpose. Such 
terms will meet the requiréments of most, 
but not all, farmers who want to quit row- 
crops for livestock. 

FHA’s record in Georgia has been an 
altogether happy one. Since 1938 it has 
‘ Joaned $23,000,000 on a 40-year repayment 
plan and to date more than $13,000,000 
_ already has been repaid. 

It is hoped the FHA’s determination to 
enter the farm improvement field will en- 
courage commercial hanks to broaden their 
lending policies for such purposes as far 
as safety and banking laws will permit. 
The Federal Land Bank already has made 
one such loan in Georgia and, it is hoped, 
will expand its operations in this field. 

At any rate, the time is ripe for farm 
credit of a sort which will allow a farmer 
to make the shift. Cattle can be produced 
more hcceheaply in the South than in other 
regions. But the changeover is expensive 
- and most farmers cannot afford it. Lons- 
term credit is the only answer. The FHA’s 
announcement may be a sign that more of 
. it is on the way. 


had been no bidders. When the strike 
dragged on, and prospective purchasers 
appeared, the Company decided, perhaps 
wisely, to take all its loss at once and 
charge a substantial portion of it off to 
taxes, as allowed by law, rather than take 
losses across a period of years. 

Thus a property with a book value of 
roughly $8,000,000 was sold for an approxi- 
mate $1,300,000 in cash and the assumption 
of the obligations on the trolley equipment 
of about $3,000,000. The new operating 
group wili be able to charge off all, or a 


- very substantial portion of the equipment, 


by depreciation across the three years of 
the contract. 

It is therefore in a position to operate 
at a greatly lower cost than the Power 
Company. If, for example, a man can buy 
a $20,000 house for $10,000 and obtain 
a lower interest rate on his loan, he can 
rent it for much less than the man who 
was paying for the house on the basis 
of $20,000. 

We wish the new company well, and 
trust that it will not find it necessary to 
ask for higher rates, as we have been as- 
sured is not contemplated. Only the fu- 
ture can answer, all the questions. We 
join with all other citizens in appreciation 
of the restoration of service which is 
promised within 24 hours.

Muscogee Votes 


Worth $1,529.32 Each 


Probably the citizens of Muscogee 
County never thought of it that way, but 
we have figured the votes cast in the 
school bond election there the other day 
were worth precisely $1,529.32 each. 


By calling on the business office calcu- 
lator we figured it out like this: 2,779 Mus- 
cogee voters went to the polls to approve 
a $4,250,000 school bond issue. That makes 
each vote represent $1,529.32 in bonds, not 
counting interest. 


More than 29,000 persons were eligible 
to vote in the election. 


Muscogee of course holds no monopoly 
on voter-lethargy. Percentage-wise, the 
number going to the polls on such matters 
often is just as weak in Fulton, Bibb, Chat- 
ham, Richmond and other Georgia coun- 
ties. But that does not obviate the fact 
that less than one-ninth of the eligible 
voters in Muscogee felt enough interest in 
new and improved schools, for which the 
bond funds will be used, to go to the polls 
and express their choice. 

We'd feel a lot better about the future 
of the state and country if it were cus- 
tamary for voters everywhere to emulate 
those of the little city of Pooler where, in 
an election sometime back, more than 95 
per cent of those eligible cast a vote. 


In many countries the unrestricted bal- 
lot would be considered a bargain even at 
$1,529.32 a vote.

The exuberant Chamber of Commerce officials who bragged 
of their cities being “in the neighborhood of 100,000 people” are 
having to admit that they have been pitching their boasts in the 
wrong neighborhood. 


With the exception of alves and a very few other Georgia 
towns and cities, the census figures have been a distinct disappoint- 
ment. Indeed, not a few are already giving voice to the familiar 
political cry “we wuz robbed” and demanding an immediate recount. 


Counties t is the rural areas, of course, which are the hardest 

hit"That has been predicted and expected as the ex- 
odus from the farm#é continued, but here, again, the figures are tre- 
mendously disappointing. 


Whereas most cities and towns are showing smaller gains than 
had been anticipated, most county populations thus far reported 
are actually less than in 1940. 


This is a startling thing. Mis disheartening enough for a town 
or city to realize that in the past ten years it has gained only sev- 
eral hundred population instead of the several thousand it has 
been claiming. But it is a startling thing for a county to realize it 
is drying up, that its population is ten or twelve percent less than 
it was in 1940. 


A few years back, Georgia had twelve Con- 


Congr 
gressmen gressmen. Today there are ten. 


Some have been warning that, as the western states grew in 
population and representation, Georgia might lose another. But only 
now is it dawning on us that we may very well lose two. 


Like the ten little, nine little, eight little Indians of the nursery 
rhyme, Georgia’s congressional delegation is dwindling. And it will 
continue to do so with every re-apportionment so long as we fail 
to keep pace with the growth of other states. 


The continuation of this distressing trend concerns 
An Issue every thoughtful Georgian. And yet we are in the 
midst of a campaign to elect a man to head our state government 
for the next four years and the main issue seems to be who hates 
the Negro the most articulately. 


Georgians by the thousands are leaving this state every month, 
lured by the advantages of other. states and sections, and what are 
our politicians orating about? The threat of the FEPC, which 
only Congress can pass anyway. ‘ 


I submit that if Herman Talmadge and M. E. Thompson are 
really sincere about saving the county unit system in this state, 
they will devote their efforts and energies to constructive thinking 
to stem the tide of Georgia citizens who are giving up and leaving 
the state. Otherwise there soon won’t be sufficient taxpayers left 
in the average rural Georgia county to support the courthousé 
rings in the sinecures to which they have become accustomed.

Another Dynasty 
On Its Way? 


WASHINGTON—Taken in conjunction with 
what may happen in New York State later on, 
political observers here see two interesting pos- 

sibilities arising from the recent California primary results which 
may have an important bearing on future election events in the 
country. 


On the one hand, the sweeping victory rolled up by Gov. Ear! 
Warren in his bid for a third-term nomination makes him loom 
large as a Republican Presidential possibility in 1952, provided 
he goes on to win re-election in November. 


On the other, the possibility is seen of another political dynasty 


blossoming forth in America next November, partially as a result 
of the California primary. James Roosevelt, eldest son of the late 
President Franklin D.. Roosevelt, received the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor of California, while his younger brother, Rep. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., is likely to be given the party nomina- 
tion for similar honors in New York. 


If the Roosevelt boys should be successful, another 
Dy nasty political dynasty, not uncommon in this country, 
would be well on its way. By a strange coincidence, the Roose- 
velt brothers, should the younger emerge as the Democratic can- 
didate in New York, would be pitted against the Republican Presi- 
dential ticket of 1948—assuming that Gov. Thomas E. Dewey will 
be a candidate for re-election. 


Victory for them under those circumstances would boost their 
prestige to the highest degree. It would lay down as a certainty 
the prospects of another Roosevelt being put forth as a Democratic 
candidate for President at some future date—if not in 1952, then 
in 1956 or later. 


Beginning with John Adams, the second President of the United - 


States, whose son, John Quincy Adams, followed him as the sixth 
President, political dynasties built around one family have not 
been unusual in this country. Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, for 
example, is a son of the former President; Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts is a grandson of the famous Serator of 
the same name and has a brother in Congress besides; Sen. Russell 
Long of Louisiana is a son of the late irrepressible Huey Long of 
“Kingfish” fame. 3 


Then, there is Gov. Herman Talmadge of Georgia, son of a 
father, “Old Gene,” who was four times elected to the same office, 
and, though presently out of office, there were the LaFollettes 
of Wisconsin—father and two sons—who held forth as Governors 
and Senators for a long term of years. The Bankheads of Ala- 
bama were still another such dynasty. 


Now the Roosevelt boys are launching the latest of the list. 
What happens in California and New York this fall will determine 
the success of the undertaking. Political history will be written, 
one way or another. 

Based upon present indications, young FDR, Jr., appears to 
have a better chance in New York than his older brother in Cali- 
fornia. New York liberals seem to be united behind Representa- 
tive Roosevelt and he will be hard to beat if the Democrats name 
him. 

James Roosevelt, on the other hand, faces a hard, uphill fight 
in California, if the appraisal of most observers holds true. He 
will have to do a lot to overcome the convincing showing made 
by Governor Warren in both his own and the Democratic primary.

art of collecting cash painlessly; he practically made it a pleasure for the chiefs of some of America’s

First he had to know his men. In large part 
he went to those who agreed with him that the 
New Deal, the Fair Deal and all their works could 
stand a good deal of improvement. 


The trouble was that anybody making a 
donation te the Economie Council couldn't 
eall it a charity and use it for a tax deduc- 
tion. In 1948 Hart came up with a gimmick 
that fixed that. 


Instead of donating money to the Council, 


they’d buy merchandise, namely Hart’s booklets | 


on Communism, Democracy, the Supreme Court 
(which he does not like) and on guns, which he 
believes every good American. should carry for 
safety’s sake. This literature they’d donate to 
preachers, librarians and colleges, at a cost of 
$10 for each annual subscription. The beauty of 
it was that money so spent, according to the best 
possible legal opinions, was tax exempt. 

Under certain circumstances a rich man could 
donate Hart’s reading matter to hundreds of sur- 
prised recipients and, because of the tax deduc- 
tion, drop down to a lower income bracket, and 
be money ahead. Corporations all over began 
subscribing to Hart’s publications, wholesale, He 
took care of the details; he even supplied them 
with lists of the people who got the free books so 
that these could be shown the tax collector. 

Occasionally there'd be a little mixup. Take 
the $11,000 sent by Irenee du Pont, the Delaware 
industrialist. Lobbyist Hart thought part of it 
was a straight donation, not subject to tax de- 
ductions. But Du Pont said it was all for books— 


and Hart hurriedly got up a list of people to re- 
ceive them. 

The members of the House select committee 
to investigate lobbying activities heard at length 
how the book deal had appealed to industrialists 
across the country; then they turned to how Hart 
influenced Congress. 

Representative Brown said he hadn’t seemed 
very successful; the Fair Deal still is on the job. 
Hart said, yes, but he always lives in hopes. 

He never has fed Congressmen, or bought 
’em drinks, but once he did supply a guest speaker 
at a dinner paid for by ex-Sen. Albert Hawks 
of New Jersey. Representative Brown was there. 
he said it was a good dinner. 


Mostly Hart sent letters and telegams to 
Congressmtn, He coached his members in 
the art of writing letters to the newspapers 
and, when a bill of interést to him was up 
for consideration, he dropped down from 
New York to tell the statesmen what he 
thought. 


He said he wasted little time on Congressmen 
elected by large majorities. They’re too well 
entrenched with the voters and it’s hard to change 
their minds «The ones who barely squeaked by 
in the électidn more often are open to sound 
argument, he said. He tried to concentrate on 
them.

“It could have been air currents,” I said. 
Cross in the Sky “Maybe,” said the watchmaker, “but how 
would you explain away the cross in the 
sky that 2,000 Englishmen swore they saw during an air raid in 
1944? Or how would you rationalize the white horsemen who 
are credited with winning two battles in World War 1?” 


“Take your time with the watch and details,” I said. 


“Well,” said the old gent, “the first time the-horsemen appeared 
was in August, 1914, when the Germans were advancing through 
a big hole in the Allied line at Mons. One night when it looked as 
if there was no stopping them, the sky suddenly turned yellow and 
across it—heading straight for the Jerries—rode three white fig- 
ures mounted on white horses, the center rider waving a gold- 
tipped sword. The enemy took one look, the advance ended.

Only Hope “The white horsemen didn’t show up again until 
this time they brought along a lot of friends.

Judge Virlyn B. Moore has charged many a 
Superior Court jury thus: “In estimating the 
earnings of a man, it rarely, if ever happens that 
a man labors every day until his death or re- 
ceives all the while a fixed and regular income 
from his labor; nor does his capacity to earn 
money often remain undiminished to old age. In 
arriving at what you might find to be the earn- 
ings of the deceased ... you should take all those 
things into consideration, feebleness of health, 
actual sickness, loss of employment, voluntarily 
abstaining from work, dullness in business, re- 
duction in wages, increasing infirmities of old 
age, the age of decedent, his health, his occupa- 
tion, whether dangerous or not, and other causes 
which appear to you from the evidence: they 
contribute, in a greater or less degree, to decrease 
the earnings of a lifetime. In estimating what a 
man might earn throughout his expectancy, 
proper allowance and deduction should be made 
in favor of the defendant for any diminution in 
income from labor which would have resulted 
from any of these causes.” 

On top of deducting for depreciation on the 
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old man, they will also deduct the legal rate of 
interest which the money he might hawe earned 


. would have been accumulating for his employer 


over the years. 

Paradoxically, a wife, according to Judge 
Moore, has no right to recover anything “for 
grief or loss of companionship.” But their chil- 
dren, if any, are entitled to be paid for “the Joss 
of care, counsel, training and education .. .

Police State 


This is another in a series of dispatches on Czhechoslovakia by a correspondent of the New 
York Times and The Atlanta Constitution who recently left that country tojavoid possible arrest 


on false espionage charges. 


VIENNA—It does not matter much which of Prague's eight daily newspapers you read. They all 


print nearly the same “news.” 


Their opinions on all subjects follow the same line except that they 


are most authoritatively expressed in Rude Pravo, central organ of the Communist Party, a journal 
that by its large format and turgid and extravagant editorials'recalls the Nazi Party’s Voelkischer 


Beobachter. 

The Communist press, like the Nazi press in 
its time, is not primarily concerned with inform- 
ing the public about what has happened; its job 
is to give the public the party’s view of what has 
happened. That applies to newspapers ostensibly 
representing other parties as well as to the Com- 
munist Party organs themselves. 


A large part of the Czechoslovak public, 
including many nominal Communists, get 
around that by not reading any newspapers 
and diligently listening te the Voice of Amer- 
lea and the British Broadcasting Cerpora- 
tion. 


The BBC’s Bruce Lockhart has become a sort 
of patron saint of anti-Communist Czechs. His 
words are repeated reverently and in. guarded 
tones day by day from one end of the country 
to the other. Many Czechs used tor write him 
letters until a rule was made requifting persons 
sending letters abroad to identify themselves at 
post offices. 

While listening to foreign radio stations is 
so general that authorities have not found it 
feasible to forbid it, regular fans are marked 
down in party and police records as unreliable 
and those who repeat what they hear expose 
themselves to arrest for disseminating subversive 
rumors. 

The same treatment was accorded customers 
who crowded the United States and British In- 
formation Services’ libraries until the Govern- 
ment ordered them closed. in April and May. 
In addition to books, magazines, phonograph rec- 
ords and films the Czechoslovaks found in those 
libraries precious newspapers that are banned 
from newsstands. 

The newspapers from the West on public sale 
are the London Daily Worker and L’Humanite, 
of Paris. 

Since the public is entitled only to official 
propaganda, information as such is deliberately 
confused in the Communist mind with “intelli- 
gence.” Western reporters and diplomats whose 
business it is to gather information are auto- 
matically suspected of espionage. 

Dutch businessman Johannes Louwers was 
convicted of economic espionage beca he had 
asked and received from Czechoslovak associates 
production data such as is published in trade 
journals throughout the Western World. 

Under a two-year-old law for the defense of 
the republic, one could be convicted of esplio- 
nage for gathering any information not offi-

cially published or even for correlating pub- 
lished information. 


Application of these strictures has gradually 
become more intense. It was last Autumn that 
Western correspondents with shock realized the 
situation, when a priest with whom they had 
hed friendly contact was arrested. Nonetheless, 
even until early this year they felt able, for 
instance, to continue ‘to publish statements rep- 
resenting the Roman Catholic point of view in 
the church-state struggle. 

There was and is no censorship on outgoing 
news. But since the series of trials that began 
in April Western conrespondents and also diplo- 
mats have been restricted almost entirely to the 
official news agency, newspapers and each other 
for information. : 


At least three other Communists who «a 
few months ago, felt sure enough of them- 
selves to talk replied to my telephone calls 
during April by saying they were “terribly 
busy,” would be for two or three weeks and 
would call me when they had time. They 
never called. : : 


A trade union official whom I asked for data 
on the vacation and recreation program replied 
after lengthy consultations: “It is not possible.” 
Of six interviews with Government officials 
that I requested through the Ministry of Infor- 
mation during the four months before my de- 
parture I received only one—at Pensions Head- 
quarters. During that time Western correspond- 
ents were invited only to those press conferences 
and trials at which Western nations were to be 
attacked and insulted. The exception was United 
Nations Sec-Gen. Trygve Lie’s, at which he 
was insulted by the Communist reporters. 

Thus correspondents, like diplomats, are, prac- 
tically cut off from official sources. They fear 
to see private sources lest they compromise them- 
selves and the sources. 

That is what is technically known as censor- 
ship at the source—the same method the Nazis 
used until the second year of the war. Since 
the correspondents remaining in Prague still, in 
spite of everything, occasionally pick up a story 
that is not official they would undoubtedly feel 
more at ease if Czechoslovakia would follow 
Moscow’s example by establishing direct cen- 
sorship of outgoing news. These then are the 
means by which Western foreigners in Czecho- 
slovakia are being isolated from the people and 
the people from the Western world.

Working Girls Need 
Lunch With Punch 


How to pack a lunch that packs a punch for the after- 
noon’s work and still keep it slimming 
number-one nutrition problem of the working girl. 


Let’s do a little figuring. 
Your normal calorie requiré- 
ment depends upon the kind of 
work you do. The sedentary 
worker requires approximately 
2,000 calories a day, which sets 
the reducing calories between 
1,000 and 1,100 for the day. The 
moderately active worker’s cal- 


‘orie needs are around 2,400 a 


day, and her reducing calories 
between 1,100 and 1,200. 

For highest energy and great- 
est efficiency, these calories 
should be divided into three 
méals a day, beginning with an 
adequate breakfast. If you are 


in the habit of skimping the first 
meal of the day, hoping to save 
calories, you’re on the wrong 
track. 


The two common mistakes 
workers make is to slight break- 
fast and eat too much lunch, 
which results in less energy in 
the morning and a sleepy aft- 
ernoon; or to slight breakfast 
and lunch and over eat at the 
evening meal. Both plans are 
wrong ... and fattening. Break- 
fast calories are transformed 
into energy, and on a breakfast 
that contains good quality pro- 
tein, energy holds over into the 
afternoon even when a light 
lunch is eaten. Overeating at 
dinner is the quickest way to 
gain weight, for when the big- 
gest share of calories is taken 
when energy requirements les- 
sen, the body transforms the 
food, not into energy, but into 
weight. You don’t have to take 
my word for this—scientific ex- 
periments prove it. 


But we'd better plan the 
lunch, since that’s what this 
column started out to be... 
but the point is, with a good 
breakfast, lunch need not be 
heavy. The lunch that is car- 
ried in a paper bag is apt to be 
high in starch and sugar and 
low in protein. To make it 
slimming, change that around. 
To lessen the starch, buy thinly 
sliced bread, then make the fill- 
ing substantial. If luncheon 
meat is used, put in 2 or 3 slices. 
It doesn’t matter what kind of 
meat is used for the filler, se 
long as it is all lean. A gener- 
ous slice of homemade meat 
loaf is tasty. To defatten the 
sandwich, use butter very spar- 
ingly, if at all, and use mustard 
instead of mayonnaise. 

In place of a second sand- 
wich, carry along ae hard- 
cooked egg, or a cube of cheese

figure would be matters about 
which the patient could form no 
opinion. Why then should “the 
patient bother about it? 

If-a person suspects that his 
“blood pressure” is giving him 
trouble, the intelligent thing for 
him to do is to go to a doctor 
and state his complaint. He 
wastes the doctor’s time—and his 
own—by suggesting his reasons 
for thinking “it might be his 
blood pressure.” 

The word that his blood pres- 
sure is “average” or “low” 
should be sufficient to satisfy a 
patient. If he is told it is “high,” 
that in itself should be sufficient 
without demanding to know the 
figures involved — information 
the patient could not understand 
anyway. 

A patient who has “high blood 
pressure” is not treated for high 
blood pressure but for the dis- 


ease which is causing it. High 
blood pressure is not a disease in 
itself. Rather it is an entect of 
underlying disease. 

Outside of spending his money, 
a patient who, on his own, fre- 
quently cajoles a doctor into 
“taking his blood pressure” ac- 
complishes nothing. He just has 
a notion—a very fuzzy one. Any 
person who attemnfpts to forecast 
his future—or his capabilities— 
by reference to a set of blood 
pressure figures—is taking him- 
self for a ride. 

If your blood pressure con- 
cerns you—or if you think it 
does—go to a doctor and merely 
tell him in what way you do not 


feel well. Or, if you feel all 
right, merely request a routine 
general examination. Don’t go to 
a doctor with a preconceived no- 
tion and expect him to fall right 
in with your suggestions. You 
will get along much better if 
you don’t.

This is of course a great 
additional expense, but it as- 
sures the manufacturers and you 
of products of the finest flavor, 
packed in perfect condition.

Not only do the major foods 
have to be analyzed but so do 
all the related raw ingredients. 
For example, spices from all 
over the world must be labora- 


tory analyzed for impurities, 
freshness of flavor, strength of 
their essential oils. The acid 
cewstent of vinegar must always 
bes/the same to assure uniform 
ta riness. Milk and cream must 
be| tested for purity, freshness 
and butter fat. Other foods like 
dried beans for baking must 
be ,tested for their water con- 
terk. All these contribute to
